Congressmen Plan 
Strategy On Bill 
Regulating Labor 


Public Predictions 
Of Victory Come 
From Opposing Side 


WASHINGTON, 
May 5.-VP)— 


Labor legislation strategists 
In 


both branches of congress charted 
new battle plans today even as the 
smoke of the hectic house scrap 
(till swirled. 


Public predictions of final vic- 
tory came from both camps—that 
is, from (1) those who want to 
get rid of the Toft-Hartley law, 
and (2) those who want to keep 
most of it. 


This 'is the situation: 
In the house, the Wood bill to 
keep much of the T-H law on the 
books is back in the labor com- 
mittee—fired there yesterday by 
a narrow-squeak vote of 212 to 
209. The house sent the measure 
back to the committee for fur- 
ther study and hence reversed its 
acceptance of the bill on Tuesday, 
217 to 203. 


That means there is no labor 


bill before the house. 
It also 
means the Truman administration 
can launch another drive, start- 
ing in the labor committee, 
for 
house approval of its Taft-Hartloy 
repeal bill—which got no place in 
this week's debate. However, the 
indications are Democratic lead- 
ers will concentrate instead on a 
compromise measure which would 
keep some of the T-H provisions. 


That compromise bill > also was 


defeated in the first round house 
battle. 


In the senate, the opening of 


labor debate still appears to be 
about a month off. But Republi- 
can foes of the administration's 
Taft-Hartley repealer laid 
the 


p-nundwork yesterday for their 
if-'-mter-attack.

disputes and strikes. The presi- 
dent could ask the courts to au- 
thorize a 60-day Injunction, or 
federal seizure of struck facilities, 
or both. In some cases he would 
be required to call a special ses- 
sion of congresi to deal with the 
situation. 


The Taft-Hartloy low provides 
for 80-day injunctions. 
Lease Extensions 
By Texas Provide 
Funds To Schools 


AUSTIN, 
May 5.-VIV-Mlneral 
lease extensions, netting the per- 
manent public free school fund 
$1,358,643 in cash bonuses, were 
approved by the state school land 
board yesterday. 


The 197 extensions Involved 84,- 


443 acres of land, Bascom Giles, 
board chairman and state land 
commissioner, said in announcing 
the board's action. 


The board yesterday added S3 


new leases to the 144 it had al- 
ready given preliminary approval. 
These newly-approved leases ad- 
ded $410,434 in bonus payments 
and should bring an additional $8,- 
000,000 to the school fund in ac- 
cruing rayalties, Giles said. 


Holders of the 28 leases cover- 
ing 11,928 acres passed up the 
extension chance and will auto- 
matically relinquish their leases 
at the end of the current 26-year 
terms, Giles said. .

65,000 Employes 
At Ford Plants 
Go Out On Strike 


Negotiators Fail 
In Last Minute 
Settlement Effort 


DETROIT, May B—(ff)—A strike 


of 65.000 workers hit Ford Motor 
Co. at noon (EST) (11 a. m. GST) 
today and negotiators broke up a 
last minute conference In which 
they had hoped to reach a settle- 
ment. 


Peace talks were called off at 


12:20 p . m . 'They had been extend- 
ed'after the deadline in a last des- 
perate hope that agreement could 
be reached. 
<• 


Some 62,000 shouting 
workers 


streamed out the gates of the big 
Rouge plant. At the Lincoln-Mer- 
cury plant, another 3,000 left their 
jobs. 


Assembly lines, whose speed had 
been the subject of wrangling for 
months, stopped. 


And so, Ford was hit by the first 


major walkout since the bloody 10- 
day battle In 1941 when the UAW- 
CIO first gained recognition. 


Within nine days, the company 


said, the strike would tie up most 
of the worldwide industrial empire 
and hit 106.000 production workers. 


Despite the walkout peace talks 


between top 
ranking union and 


company representatives contin- 
ued beyond the noon strike dead- 
line. 


The walkout took place slmulta- 


seously on two fronts. Some 62,000 
workers streamed out of the Big 
Rouge plant, control point of the 
Ford empire. Another 3,000 walked 
out of the Lincoln-Mercury plant. 


If the strike lasts, Ford's world- 


wide industrial empire soon will 
be tied up. 


Picket lines were established im- 


mediately. There was no disorder. 


At issue was the union's charge 
that Ford had speeded up produc- 
tion at the two plants beyond a 
rate compatible 
with 
workers' 
health. Ford' denied this. 


T,he,...unlq.n'8!-speea-up charge al- 
leged that the company was not 
maintaining' assembly lines at the 
correct ratio .between speed and 
manpower. In other words, the 
union believed Wo much work was 
being required of too few men. 


Ford said the lines were going 
at the normal rate and demanded 
that the union submit the Issus to 
arbitration. The company 
said 


the union's refusal to do this was 
a violation of the contract.

"no hope of settlement." 


Entering the talks for the first 


time at 10 a. m. today. UAW Pres-

WASHINGTON, May 6.-W>- 
Business is |n for a readjust- 
ment which "unless the cold war 
gets hotter, may be fairly ser- 
ious," the United States Chamber 
of Commerce was told today. 


But It won't turn into a real 
depression unless the government 
tries to provide the remedy by It- 
self without realistic steps to put 
private enterprise back into gear, 
said Murray Shields, vice presi- 
dent of the Bank of Manhattan. 
He spoke at the Chamber's 37th 
annual meeting.

Church And State 
Issue Raised In 
Education Debate 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
8.—(JP)— 


The issue of 
relations 
between 


church and state was raised today 
in the senate by two conflicting 
amendments offered to the federal 
aid to education bill. 


The Senate went into its fifth 


day of debate on the $300,000,000 
measure confronted by a proposal 
of Senator McMahon (D-Conn) to 
let some of the funds be used for 
school bus services for all chil- 
dren. 
- 


Under his amendment, the mon- 


ey granted to the states would be 
available to children In private 
and parochial schools aa well as 
public schools. 


As written, the bill provides that 


the proposed aid might be used for 
non-public school education as each 
state saw fit. 


McMahon said the supreme court 
has held that the states can pro- 
vide auxiliary services for chil- 
dren in non-public schools—despite 
its ruling that federal taxes can- 
not be used to support and relig- 
ious activities or Institutions. 


He told a reporter that "auxili- 


ary services" Include bus and rec- 
reational services and noted that 
the senate last week passed a bill 
to give $35,000,000 a year to the 
states to help pay for health exam- 
inations for children in all schools. 


He said Congress appropriates 


funds for school lunch programs 
in the same way, and added: 
"There is no religion In a quart 


of milk or a bus ride." 


But Senator Donnell (R-Mo) con- 


tended the bill already goes too far 
In that respect. He presented an 
amendment that would limit use 
of the aid funds to public elemen- 
tary and secondary schools regard- 
less of state policy. .

Senator Vandenberg (R-Mlch) re- 
buked Henry Wallace to his face 
today for 
Insisting before 
the 
world "that your country is im- 
perialistic in 'attitude and objec- 
tives."

Wallace, former vice president 


and cabinet officer, was testifying 
to tho senate 'foreign relations 
committee in opposition to the 
North Atlantic Security Alliance. 


He called the pact "aggressive 
to Russia" and accused the state 
department of keeping secret a 
Russian offer on March 21 to lift 
the Berlin blockade. 


And, Wallace said, there are in- 
dividuals of "evil actions" who 
want to "enforce our will by force 
In all parts of the world." 


Finally, Vandenberg told him 
that he could not condone Wal- 
lace's action "In going about In- 
sisting that your country is im- 
perialistic In attitude and object- 
ive—that it Ig bent on world con- 
quest in one form or another." 
"There Is room In this field for 
honest disagreement," Vandenberg 
said. 
"Some of us may be just 
as sure we art seeking peace M 
you are."

Vandenberg made 
this state- 
ment after 
Chairman 
Connally 


(D-Texas) had asked Wallace If 
he wants this country to "sit 
down and lot Russia absorb tho 
world and do nothing about it " 
Wallace said: 
"I say that neither Russia nor 


the United States is devoted to 
peace, I don't hold a 
brief for either one." 


The committee is laying the 
groundwork for a vote on the 
treaty which is not binding on 
the United States until ratified by 
the senate. 
For six days It has 


heard those in favor of the pro- 
gram. Now those against it have 
their turn. 


Wallace, in a prepared state- 


ment, urged the committee 
to 
withhold action on tho treaty un- 
til after a foreign ministers con- 
feronce is held on the German sit- 
uation. 


He said the administration estl. 


mate of the cost of the North At- 
lantic military pact is "a plain 
fraud on the American taxpayer."

The Russian blockade of Berlin 
will be lifted May 12 under a Big 
Four agreement announced today. 
The Western 
Powers' counter 


blockade of the Soviet zone of Ger- 
many will be ended at the same 
time. 
The council of foreign ministers 


will meet in Paris May 23 "to con- 
sider questions relating to Ger- 
many, and problems arising out 
of the situation in Berlin, includ- 
ing also the question of currency in 
Berlin," 
The four power communique, cli- 
maxing more than two months of 
intense negotiation, was Issued si- 
multaneously in Moscow, London, 
Paris and Washington — as well as 
In New York where the Berlin deal 
was worked out at the headquar- 
ters of tha United Nations. 


The document was an extraordin- 
ary display of harmony after more 
than a year of tension and conflict 
— sometimes marked by fears of ac- 
tual war. 


U. N. Gets Copy. 
At the same hour the brief state- 


ment was made public, a copy was 
handed to Trygvo Lie, United Na- 
tions secretary general.

Head as new dealing* begin be- 
tween Russia and the western 
democracies. 


With the lifting of the Berlin 
blockade, it'* clear the Russians 
have lost a battle In the cold war 
—but not necessarily the1 war. The 
Berlin blockade was Just part of a 
big engagement. 


The Communist* made it plain 
long ago that their goal I* to take 
over the world. Nothing; ha* hap- 
pened to indicate they've changed 
Ihelr mind. 


They've taken over Eastern Eu- 
rope and, remembering what their 
goal is, you don't have to be a mind 
reader to know they'd like to grab 
off all Germany an' Western Eu- 
rope, 


The Russians a year ago threw a 
blockade around Berlin. 
If that 
blockade had worked, the Wester* 
powers would have been discredit- 
ed among the 
German 
people, 
But— 


1. This country and It* allie* be- 
gan the airlift. It worked. It made 
the Russian blockade meaningless. 
2. The Marshall Plan began to 
work and Western Europe 'grew 
stronger. 


That was all bad medicine for 
(he Russians. But to cap- the cli- 
max, this country and Western Eu- 
rope then agreed on the Atlantic 


pact, binding them all together 
with hoops of steel in the 
real 
tense, for the pact would mean, an 
nrmed Western Europe 
.facing 
Russia. That would be a real dis- 
couragement. 


If Russia can get the West to 
drop a separate government 
for 
Germany and drop the Atlantic 
pact, it will be a victory for Rus- 
sia without doing anything more 
than talking. 
This isn't likely to happen, 
since American diplomats talk of 
going ahead with their plans. What 
else could Russia want? 


Who knows? But any advantage 
Ruslsa can get out of Its dealings 
with the West In the future, will be 
.00 percent more than it was get- 
Ing so long as the blockade lasted.

GOVERNMENT PUB. 


LICITY 


At the recent annual meet- 


Ing of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors it was 
pointed out that there is a 
growing tendency among 
governmental bodies to try 
to restrict the press in gath- 
ering and publishing news 
about what government is 
doing. This is true not only 
of the federal government, 
but of many state and local 
governments as well. It is al- 
so a problem in press deal- 
ings with the United Nations 
where there is considerable 
variety of opinion as to what 
constitutes the proper func- 
tions of the press. 


Newspapers and their ed- 


itors were urged to remain 
alert to resist this tendency. 
As a matter of fact little urg- 
ing is needed. But the pro- 
tection 
of the traditional 


freedom of the American 
press is not something which 
newspapers can do alone. 
Unless the people remain 
aware of the personal im- 
portance of their free press, 
and unless they remain de- 
termined that their press 
shall remain free, the press 
itself would be left to fight 
a losing battle. 


The successful operation 


of the American form of 
government, or for that mat- 
ter of any genuine democra- 
cy, depends on the intelli- 
gent and informed partici- 
pation of all the people. The 
people can neither be in- 
formed about their govern- 
ments, local, state and na- 
tional, nor very intelligent 
about them, unless they can 
learn from day to day what 
government is doing, and 
what the plans and purposes 
of the officials are. This in- 
formation can only be pro- 
vided through the work of a 
press which its free to find, 
examine and 
publish all 


news of government ana 
otherwise, according to its 
own high standards of truth 
and responsibility.

nity or tribe is a result of 
the combination of the char • 
ucteristics of the

themselves and the produc- 
tive worth of the lands as- 
signed to them by the gov- 
ernment. 


The wealth of some of the 


Indians in Oklahoma, for in- 
stance, results from the dis- 
covery of rich petroleum 
beds beneath their lands. 
The poverty of the Navajos 
ind Hopis in nearby Arizo- 
na and New Mexico results 
in large measure from the 
deterioration of their land, 
which was arid to 
begin 


with and has not been prop- 
erly conserved and develop- 
ed. The bill in which the As- 
sociation is interested would 
aim, 
for one thing, at re 


claiming and improving the 
land of these Indians. 


Alexander Lesser, execu- 


tive director of the Associa- 
tion, sees the long range ob- 
jective of the bill as "an en- 
lightened 
Navajo 
people 


ready to take their place 
with all citizens in the for 
ward movement of Ameri 
can life." Does this mean it 
would aim at an eventual 
end of the isolation of some 
of the Indian tribes, and ab- 
sorption of them into the 
pattern of American devel- 
opment? That would not be 
so easy to achieve as it may 
sound, but it might be worth 
striving for. 
WRITING A^BIOGRAPHY 


If William Lyon Macken- 


zie King should die sudden- 
ly, a world of information, 
interesting not only to Can- 
ada but to the United States 
and other countries, would 
be lost with him. Undoubted- 
ly the first citizen of Can- 
ada, 
he would still be head- 


ing its government if he had 
not retired v61untarily a 
short time ago at 75. He 
made the record of serving 
as prime minister for 21 
years, the longest term of 
service not only for Canada 
but for the 
entire 
British 


Commonwealth. He confer- 
red 
with 
Roosevelt 
and 


Churchill during the war, 
and must know many se- 
crets that are known to no 
one else. 


Unfortunately a veteran 


statesman cannot write his 
autobiography from 
mem- 


ory, even if he consults a 
diary. There are masses of 
letters to go through, to say 
nothing of reports and other 
public documents. When 
Robert E. Sherwood under- 
took to write the life of Har- 
ry L. Ho plans during the 
war years, it took him two 
years to examine the mater- 
ials and consult persona con- 
cerned. Even then he had to 
leave fully as much other 
material untouched, a rich 
quarry 
for 
some future 


biographer. 


Here 
the 
Rockefeller 


Foundation comes to the 
rescue. It has appropriated 
$100,000 which McGill Uni- 
versity in Montreal is to use 
in arranging the King pa- 
pers. Out of it, if King is able 
to complete the work, should 
come a valuable contribution 
to history. 


One possible doubt comes 


from the fact that King's 
speeches and public career 
were on the neutral side. If 
his thus far unpublished let- 
ters are like these, they will 
not tell the world much.

REAL AUTHORITY IN RELIGION 
NEEDED TO MAKE IT VITAL 


Christianity More Than Mere Ethical 
Teaching—The Master A Flaming Revolu- 
tionary—Christian Truth Still Turns The 
World Upside Down—Atomic Age Needs 
Corresponding Spiritual Power

A number of books have ap^ 
peared recently purporting to give 
us an account of the life of Jesus 
couched In modern terms. For the 
most part they portray Him as a 
gentle figure, rebuking by example 
every Intolerance and harsh Judg- 
ment on the part of His contem- 
poraries and urging people under 
nil circumstances to be kind to one 
another. 


This Is good as far as It goes, 


but Jesus was something vastly 
more than a gentle teacher of be- 
nevolence. He was such a contro- 
versial character that the religious 
leaders of His day rose up against 
Him In an almost solid front and 
continued their opposition 
until 


they had brought Him to death. 


Authority—Real and False. 


Jesus wag crucified because He 


challenged the authority of 
the 


religious leaders of His day and 
proceeded to act on the basis of a 
different authority. 
The 
Jewish 


church had became moribund, cor- 
rupt, worldly. Jesus flouted 
the 


authority which those leaders pre- 
sumed to exercise. While He was 
loyal to every detail of the Jewish 
religion as set forth In the Old 
Testament, He was openly scorn- 
ful of the petty and foolish rules 
which scribes and Pharleees had 
Inlj down for men to follow. Such 
a teacher was In for trouble. He 
was 
not 
crucified because 
He 


preached kindness 
and 
talked 
about a kingdom of love; He was 
crucified because- He exposed and 
named the racketeers of n highly 
profitable racket which was going 
on in His day. 


The great issue at the center of 
Jesus' ministry was that of au- 
thority, and tho Sunday pchool les- 
son this week deals with this Is- 
sue. Jesus, scourge In hand, had 
cleansed the temple. 
The rulers 


quite properly demanded of Jesus 
by what authority He did these 
things? He replied by asking them 
to say before Ihe people what they 
thought of John the Baptist, prom- 
ising them that If they answered 
that question He would tell them 
by what authority He had cleansed 
the temple. They could not answer 
Uie question. 
If they put 
their 
stamp of approval on John, they 
automatically 
approved 
Jesus 


whom John had proclaimed tho 
Messiah; if they denounced John, 
tho surly multitude that revered 
the memory 
of 
tho 
martyred 


prophet would start a riot. They 
had to say that they could not an- 
swer the question, and so, humili- 
ated In the eyes of the multitude, 
they beat a hasty retreat, 


Where Authority Abide*. 


Christ possessed a secret which 
He did not choose to disclose at 
that time to tho Pharisees, namely, 
that. He Is the supreme authority In 
heaven and on earth. Christ's au- 
thority Is nn Inner authority and it 
challenges 
all authority, 
which 
is merely external. It Is spiritual, 
and it defies authority which arises 
simply out of the presumption of 
men. 
It is a heavenly authority, 


and it firmly demands that all 
earthly authority conform. When 
we have that truth, we have laid 
hold on something basic. 
Christ Is tho measure of our con- 


duct. 
Christ Is tho teacher at 


whose feet we must sit 
Christ Is 
the king, and all governments must 
conform 
to the principles 
for 


which He lived and died, or event- 
ually go out of business. Christ 
is the Arbiter behind all justice, 
else courts and Juries are a mock- 
ery. 
Christ must dictate tho pol- 
icies of banks and corporations, 
and if He does not, any economic 
system will fail. 
In this same connection, 
we

and throat comprise about 16 per- 
cent of all cancers. "And," he ad- 
ded, "about 86 percent of them can 
be cured If they are detected early 
enough." 


He cautioned that any break In

mueous membrance of 
the 


mouth which doea not heal within 


16 to 20 days la cause for a consult- 
ation with a competent physician.

Giles Given Lite 
At Beaumont For 
Langston Murder 


BEAUMONT, May 5—(£>—A Ju- 


ry today convicted Henry Robert 
Giles, Jr., of murdering 
Elbert 


Langston of Houston and assessed 
his sentence as life Imprisonment* 


The verdict was returned at 


9:35 a. m. The Jury reclved the 
case at 8:25 p. m. last night 


The state had asked the death 
penalty for Giles, black sheep of a 
prominent Corpus Chrlstl family. 
It described the stocky. 30-year- 
old defendant as "a cold-blooded 
murderer." 


Giles was charged with fatally 


shooting Elbert Langston of Hous- 
ton In a rice field near Nome, 
Texas, last March 25. 


Giles Is the son of the late H. 
R. Giles, prominent physician, ho- 
tel owner and former mayor of 
Corpus Chrlstl. A wild youth and 
an erartlc man, Giles moved to 
Houston, married seven times, ran 
through his Inheritance, ones shot 
a Houston friend In the stomach. 
The friend did not die. 
Langston was shot to death. 
William Earle Polham of Hous- 


ton, also Indicted for murder In 
the slaying, Is yet to be tried. 
John C. Brunson, no-billed by 


the grand Jury In connection with 
the case, was a states witness. 
He said ho and Langston, Giles 


and Pelham took a wild automo- 
bile ride from Houston. Pelham 
held a knife at his throat In the 
front seat of the car as Langston 
was shot In the rear of the car, 
he testified. 


He said he 
heard* Langston 


scream: "No, no," and then he 
heard two additional shots. 
Brunson said Pelham 
carried 


Langston's body from the road Into 
a rice field.

Poliomyelitis, once considered 
a 
rare crippling disease, actually is 
as common as measles, a Mayo 
Clinic professor said here. 


Dr. Gaylord W. Anderson also 


told the eighty-second annual con- 
vention of the State Medical Asso- 
ciation of Texas that the disease 
causes disability in only 4 small 
percentage of cases. 


Anderson ipoke before a general 


tension of the three-day convention 
yesterday.

polio has attracted more attention 
than more Important but.less dra- 
matic' diseases. 


Thin, he said, results from the 


disease sometimes striking uddnn- 
ly at children and producing crip- 
pling effects.

cases of polio for every one toat re- 
sults In disability.
